These are the four regular car- 
riers. A substitute ia also allowed 
and this place goes to Peter Boyd, 
a well-known colored politician and 
teacher. 

There were four other applicants 
ho passed the examinations. 
These were L. W.Guthrie, Repub- 
ho stood at the top of the 
list; Prank Marion, who stood sec- 
ond; Eph Poston, col., who stood 
third, and Will Croft, Republican, 
whp came fifth in the list of nine. 
This relative standing is not from 
the official record, for only the can- 
didates on the Ring ticket have had 
access to the report. It is made up 
from the hearsay statements of the 
applicants themselves. Will Wil- 
liamson, a clerk in the postoiiice, 
was also eligible without examina- 
tion, making with Alex Overshi 
11 eligibles. Those turned down 
who earned places were (iuthrie, 
who was held to be a non-resident 
of this >city; .Marion, because h 
was a Democrat; Croft, because hi 
father is the anti-ring candidate 
for Sheriff and Williamson, who 
was denied the privilege of a trans- 
fer, which the law gives him. All 
of the colored elig;ibles were taken 
care of except Kph Poston, who 
has sometimes voted independently 
in county politic^, w'hen he could 
not stomach the Gang candidates. 
The vacant clerkship in tlie [lost- 
oflici; will be filled by the promotion 
ot Miss Kva Royalty, stamp clerk, 
and the force will be reducd one 
inside tbe office. It will be observed 
that four instead of three carries 
w^re named. Maj. Breathitt is not 
yet adviai^d, but this is taken to 
mean that tbe. roujtes will be rear- 
ranged and the entire city, covered.
